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THE PBINCrPIiES OF VIBRATIOir 

E ver Since tile middle of the Sisth Cen 
tnry, B C , when Pythagoras gave to the 
ancient Greeks his system of numbers, 
each succeeding generation has been attracted, 
more or less, to his theory, principally through 
his grand conception of the Music of the 
Spheres 

All the way down the ages each generation 
has regarded the idea as interesting but fanci- 
ful There are some who know it is true 

As we understand the teaching of the old 
master, all thmgs are in a vibratory condition, 
the higher the rate of vibration the more spint 
force an object contains and the more positive 
it IS in its nature , the slower the rate of vibra- 
tion, the less force it contains and the moie 
negative it is m its action 

Everything, from a gram of sand to a man, 
IS vibrating at its own rate and round its own 
center which is its keynote As each object 
seeks its own, so everythmg, both great and 
small, has found its place in the great chorus of 
nature, God’s choir 

Men have a normal gamut of sight and 
hearing, highly endowed individuals having a 
more extended gamut, and still a few others, 
especially developed, see colore and hear sounds 
^at the ordinary man says do not exist But 
the world's belief wib not convince the endowed 
man that he does not see and hear beyond the 
ordinary, and the fact that our ears are not at 
tuned to it would not have made Pythagoras

believe the mnsic -was not all around ns and that 
each ^7as not playing his part in the •world’s 
great chorus. 

This thought of playing a part in Nature's 
Chorus •was a delectable one to the Greeks, and 
before the short Earth life of Pythagoras was 
ended many of them nrorshipped him as a god, 
and sdiools and universities headed by the 
greatest philosophers of the time were started 
to teach his system ; bnt none of his followers 
were sufSczently endowed to develop the teach 
ing further than he had given it. Nevertheless, 
each succeeding generation has pnt out a faint 
hope that some day the “Music of the Spheres” 
would be proved a reality to the masses 

Pythagoras was so highly endowed that he 
was in a manner a freed soul, and because less 
highly developed men have not reached the 
heights to which he attained they have no right 
to call his teachings false 

The spirit m us is ■wiser than we whose 
eyes are dimmed with Earth dust and who at 
the tune of our coming to Earth chose the rate 
of "vibration or musical keynote, whose "vibra- 
tory indnence was to aid us in the life work be- 
fore ns 

No one is out of place. Onr highest part 
chose the path in life by which we entered the 
world. The individnalized spirit, called the 
Soul of Man, knew what experiences it needed 
when it took npon itself the mystical substance 
called the body, in order to perfect itself in the 
Ohnst life, and those the vibration which wonld 
draw to itself the experiences needful for his 
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greatest spiritual growth. Thus he chose the 
rate of vibration best smted to his need, and in 
order that the intellect might comprehend it, 
attached the intellectual form of numbers. 

It must now be plain that these numbers 
which we are going to find are not an accidental 
gift, but were decided upon by our highest 
spiritual nature. 

To live our true life, the life our higher na- 
ture desires, we must keep our thoughts upon 
the keynote and follow the path our spirit has 
diosen. If we do this we will find that what 
seems like sorrows are friends designed to help 
us overcome some weak point in our moral na- 
ture ; and if we keep our eyes upon the great 
Trinity of Spirit with hearts in the silence and 
hands in the world, we will not fall into the vi- 
bration below our own, where we will he tom 
with discords and disease, but will experience 
to the full the harmony and joy of living. 

Pythagoras says every letter of the alpha- 
bet has its own rate of vibration and color. He 
divided numbers in this way;

we consider all of them necessary. 

This system of nnmbers is founded upon

Individual Lives, as tve see them, move as 
do the pendulums of clocks: Some sway ^th 
broad, full sweeps from one extreme side io the 
other, while others move in a more limited com- 
pass.

11 The first 3 numbers of 1, 2 and 3 
1 9 compose the sacred cycle of creation, 

2 22 8 assimilation and expression. They 
3 7 also denote the action of the mind 

4 G found in impression, re-impression 
5 and expression. When this trinity 
of numbers is found in dgiit of single name or 
birth vibration it shows the power of harmoni- 
ous expression. The cube is formed of num- 
bers 4, 5, 6, 7. These are the vibrations that 
seem limited in action, and yet each contains 
enongh success for the happiness of any one 
bearing them if they seek the highest of their 
vibration. The unlimited numbers of freedom 
are 8, 9, and 11. To these is added 22, which 
is closely related to 11. Pythagoras considered

The color is Flame. 

No. 2 

No, 2 has the mother nature and is intui- 
tive. Persons vibrating to No. 2 have tempera- 
ments so fine that they are not fitted to stand 
alono in hard places as No. 1. The ore that 
predominates in their compositions is gold — 
which is their color, and they usually attract 
tlioir own if they receive and follow the lend of 
other minds and from them select their ideals 

They water and nourish the seed others 
plant, and they themselves usually reap the 
harvest. 

They are closely connected with No. 1 and 
know better how to deal with things in a ma- 
terial way. "When these people give a truth to 
the world they know how to clothe it in beau-

They make good lawyers, seldom reaching 
the highest places, but like Hanna, they mould 
the minds of the people for a good leader. 

They are also like John, who leaned upon 
the Master’s breast, and Sarah, who gave to 
the world an Isaac. 

No 2 is the conjunctiou of Spirit and Mat- 
ter. They are peace-makers. Great arbitra- 
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tors are found under this number They are 
seldom really great men but dra^r great men 
to them and it is necessary for the success of 
a great man that he have a ifo. 2 associated 
■with him. Their color is gold, and when they 
reach its vibration, which means silence and 
peace, they attract the mineral gold to them. 
In Geometry 2 is lines — they see straight ahead 
and do not waste their force trying different 
directions as does

which is the outward expression of the Christ 
principle of Timity. 

It is their misson to follow the example of 
Christ — to heal the sick and bless the world.

They are ciitical and discerning, filled with 
unrest and ambition They build the buildings 
of which No 1 IS the architect They are the 
people who have to work hard for their money. 
They are in tho midst of the fray using their 
animal force They naturally hoard and save. 
They are the active ones — a No. 4 will form 
partnerships 

No. 4 represents the cube perfect in its 
ways on all sides 

No 2 has opinions. No 4 does not boheve

in inspiration and depends greatly upon the in- 
tellect. When they attain success, they have 
often lost the po^er of enjoying it. They are 
naturally faithfuL 

There is nothing in the materal v'orld that 
the objective brain of No. 4 can not compre- 
hend. No. 4 is right and left. It is physical 
They mow a hroad swath. They build the walla 
that No. 5 rear their structures upon. Their 
colors are blue and green, which mutely ash 
for harmony of Earth and Spiritual truths. 

No. 5 

begins the new cycle of mind. Pythagoras 
gives it, according to his law of opposites, as 
masculine and feminine. 

No 5 is as one who finds himself in a high 
unexplored country with paths leading in all di- 
rections. The mind begins to reach out for un- 
seen things in this vibration. 

They are usually self-sufficient, well poised 
and fascinating. Being nndevcioped and not 
yet having arrived at the knowledge of the 
brotherhood of man, they often claim others’ 
rights, and as a desire for material gain is 
prominent, they frequently become hypnotists 
and black magicians On this account it has 
been called an unfortunate number.

is a closed number. Q!Tie figure is like a person 
carrying a pack upon his hack. This pack is 
his past. The six working days ore over but 
he bears in his mind their memory and it is 
apparently dilBcult for him to rid himself of 
the fear that some one will try to discover the 
secrets of the pack ho bears. 
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No. 7’s are like a reservoir filled with wa- 
ter Tvithout an ontlet, and yet while they are 
longing for an outlet, if one i£ offered to them 
they will refuse it as thongh it were an inter- 
ference with their rights.

Their colors are steel, brick and purple. 

According to the law of opposites it is 
crooked and straight. 

No 8— THETBINITY 

7 is the completion of the foundation; 8, 9, 
22 and 11. They form the so-called master 
vibrations 

One of these numbers is found in the per- 
son who has reached self-consciousness — ^who 
can look out from the strength within himself. 
Every one who has attained to this Trinity of 
Numbers has the possilrih^ of reaching a real- 
izing sense of the meanmg of Body, Soul and 
Spirit. 

"Within him is the possibility of under- 
standing and in a sndden emergency be can al- 
ways rise to the occasion. 
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8 represents the body, 9 the soul and 11 
the spirit. 

A person possessing any of these num- 
bers ■vrill, according to a natural law*, draw to 
himself persons whose key-note is either of the 
other two numbers. And although a want of 
harmony may appear to exist, it will be hard to 
separate them.

According to the I»aw of Opposites, 8 is 
Light and Darkness. "When the light has pene- 
trated into their lives it is brillant, but the 
shadows are very black. They have neither 
dawn nor twilight. 

Their color is canary and opal colors. 
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No. 9 

9 is 3 times 3, and tbe gifts of 3 arc multi- 
plied tbreo-fold No. 9 differs from No. 8 in 
the fact that 8 strives for honors and vdns 
them, but 9 has them laid at his feet. They are 
affable, human and sympathetic and have the 
gift of ^\inmng affection. Many of our best 
loved judges are found under No. 9. They are 
generally just judges, especially excelling in 
criminal cases. 

The Law of Opposites is Good and Evil. 

Though these people may do what the

9 always travels. Yon can not change it 
except when a person expresses the direct op- 
posite. This is always hable to happen in any 
number. 

"Wbat we have described is a 9 at his best 
Many 9 'b appear undeveloped. They have 
dropped their ideals and become of the earth 
earthy. 

"When this is the case there always come 
to these people a dissatisfaction and unrest 
They are bhely to weary of life and many of 
them live lives of debancheiy. 

A 9 person attracts more love than any 
other number. 

Their colors are red and brown. 

No 10 

is the same as No 1 — b^ng the digit of 10. 
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This is the cumber of self-crncifixion, if nntrue. 

It is also the number of creation. 

(Eefer to No. 1.) 

No. 11 

A person •whose key-note is 11 can never 
be properly labeled. He is independent in ac- 
tion and thought, and although of a social na- 
ture and mingling -vrith the world, he is always 
as one apart. 

Although it is hia privilege to serve in 
sacred things, we find many 11 's who appear as 
spiritual babes. But a certain strength of 
character will always be fonnd in these people, 
as in the other numbers of the Trinity. 

They are inventors and onginators and the 
foundations they lay seldom crumble. 

This, like the other numbers of the Trinity, 
finds the awakened individual weighted 'with 
responsibility, but also able to feel to the ut- 
most the joy of hving. They are the points in 
Geometry. 

They are not as agreeable as 9 because they 
are likely to go to the point without regard to 
another’s feehngs. They delve deep into the 
mysteries of life and the awakened 11 scarcely 
knows where the seen ends and the unseen be- 
gins. 

They are supposed to have reached the 
Universal plane. 

Their colors are white, violet, yellow and 
black. 

No. 22 

is the same as 11 with the exception that it is 
better adapted to the world and knows better 
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how to clothe the c^amo troths in aeccptable 
language. Tliey •show more itronglr the con- 
junction of matter anti spirit tlian does 11. 
They arc the greatest philanthropists of all the 
numbers, but less spiritual than the ll’s. 

It is tlic mi«t«5ion of 22 to elevate the body 
(most 22 ’s have weak bodtec) and make it con- 
scious of its onenc‘5s with tlic higher part's. 

7 is always provtl of its Jmcage, while the 
strong numbers are carele«« of theirs 

■WHAT YOUR NAME 3IE^VNS, BROADLY 
SPEAKING 

No 1 means Unity in all things and upon 
all pianos of action. If yon ore o 1 it is impor- 
tant that you compel your intellect to accept thi'» 
truth 

The name of Joseph vibrates 1. It« voice 
is shown by the rowels 0, E, together making 
11. These vowels speak for the unseen part of 
the system of body, soul and spirit, and by 
their strength they will ever strive to make 
the possessor of a name that contains them 
climb the heights and reach the highest of all 
body Tibrabons in the seen world. 

Body vibrates 1 and through its vowel O 
of value 6 shows a willingness to become a cos- 
mic mother 

No 2 means the drawing together of all 
things 

To find the strong points in any name hsten 
to the value of its vowels. It is called the 
Spirit's urge 

John vibrates 2 — the vowel is 0, value 6 
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Tliis asks John to foster and develop every- 
thing that comes under his care. 

No. 2 should express 1 and 2, thus making 
the complete cycle of the Trinity of Mind. 

The strength of the founder of Christian 
Science, Mary Baker Eddy, lies in the complete 
harmony of this Trinity, 1, 2, 3, making the 
digit of 6. Her strength lies in her complete 
adjustment to the harmony of mind. The digit 
of her vowels is three, which speaks for the ex- 
pression in outer forms of the power of crea- 
tion, assimilation and expression of the first 
trinity. 

No, 4 means active physical force ex- 
pressed through the intellect. 

Solomon shows this vibration. King Sol- 
omon reared the magnificent temple planned by 
David. His vowels, O, 0, 0, led him to mother 
every article that entered into the stmctnre of 
the temple 

The digit of his vowels is 9, and through 
this vibration his soul expressed its love and 
beauty. 

The word “soul” vibrates tbig fourth vi- 
bration. It speaks through the vowels 0, TJ, the 
ninth vibration, calling for free expression of 
both body and spirit. 

No. 5, when s^ is absent, means hfe in all 
its varied phases. 

The name Horace vibrates, its vowels, 
A, 0, E, making a digit of 3. As a whole, this 
is a harmonious name, as both the objective and 
subjective are in accord, and through the realm 
of mind utter life ’s messages.

Lorenzo vibrates to 6, its voT^els being

Clara Barton, the world-renowned nurse, 
vibrates as a whole to 6, and she has mothered 
people of all nations. As she is Uving in a 4 
birth vibration, her desire has ever been to 
work ceaselessly and constantly to build. It is 
said that she holds in li^t esteem the honor 
conveyed to her by the presentation of the Iron 
Cross. 

As iron vibrates 11, and cross 2, we see the 
estimation the world has placed upon her 
works, which is the highest of all visible forms. 

No. 7 means the fullness of the earth as 
Well as its shadows. 

"W^illiam vibrates 7, the vowels being I, I, 

A, of value 1. These show strong hidden 
strength of soul in all varied phases of unity. 

As the earth vibrates 7, so should a No. 7 
understand the secrets of the earth aud details 
of action, as no other vibration can. 

The vowels of earth arc E, A, of value 6. 
Through all ages men have called upon Mother 
Earth 

No. 8 vibrates freedom of forms. 

If the name vibrates 8, and the vowels are 
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of limited value, the name will lack somewhat 
in strength and harmony. 

Julia vibrates 8, the vowels being U, I, A, 
of the 4 vibration. This calls for free expres- 
sion of soul in the Unity of Mind, but will be 
guided by the intellect, as the digit of the 
vowels is 4.

I N* gottiiiff tho digit of cither n imnio or the 
birth numbors, if one of the names or tho 
l)irlh montli or the day of tiio montli comes 
to 11 or 22, this must be kept separate and not 
added. For instance, if a person was bom No- 
vember 22, 1882. 

November is tho eleventh month, and is not 
added, nor is tho 22; the digit of 1832 is 1 plus 
8 plus 8 plus 2 equals 19, of ulneli the digit is 
10 or 1. So tho numbers of this person’s birth 
arc 11. 22, 1. 

When a person’s name comes to two 11 V 
and his birth path sums up to 11, it is probable 
that ho is a person uith lofty ideals wbicli he is 
always seeking to realize But as be has UlUo 
tact and unconsciously ontagonizes tho people 
around him, he is not as successful as ho would 
be, if, instead of tho two elevens in his name 
his numbers were 9, 11 or 8, 11.

and what is being held in abeyance 

Some time during life a person niav 
velop each individual name number nni

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their separate vibration, bnt the digit of the 
whole name in nse is the most important. 

At certain times in life we use one name 
or initial, afterward using another. 'W'e are al- 
ways to the world exactly what the name or ini- 
tials we are using vibrate to. 

A pet name given yon by any one, shows 
what you stand for to that person. 

The birth month, day and year added to- 
gether and the digit found, shows the path of 
life we ourselves chose. The vibration of the 
birth is not changeable as in the name number. 

If one is bom on January 22, 1860, the 
digit is foxmd by addmg 1 plus 1860 equals 16, 
adding to find the digit we have 7. The 22d 
day it not added, as 11 and 22 are never added, 
so the birth number is 7, 22 Suppose a person 
was bom at this time who sigi^s himself habitu- 
ally Charles B Jones, Charles 30 of which 
the digit is 3, E is 5, and Jones vibrates to 18, 
of which the digit is 9. So bis name number 
is 3 plus 5 plus 9 equals 17, of which the digit 
is 8 So Charles E. Jones, bom January 22, 
1860, has for his numbers 
Name number 8.

He Tvas called from the many ’tvho had reached 
this high standard Carefully he fulfilled na- 
ture’s law by selecting the best of engines, 
wood, and all needed equipment Through a 
mystic quahty they seemed an extension of him- 
self, and from this converged unification of all, 
the “We” spoke its name *‘Saint Louis,” vi- 
bratmg 922 As Charles A. Lindbergh was an 
eleven he thus formed the master trinity of 9, 
22, 11. He fulfilled in his good will flight his 
mission when he realized his message was great- 
er than himself. 



CHAPTER IV 



O NE should be as careful in business in 
selecting his street and number as in 
choosing a wife. 

If one possesses one of the strong numbers 
— 8, 9, 11 or 22, he should go to a place that vi- 
brates to one of these numbers. 

For instance, one possessing 8 or 9 should 
seek a place like Boston, as it vibrates to 22. 

As 22 is almost the same as 11 with the ma- 
terial added, an 8 or 9 person should seek a 
place of that kind to hve or do business in. 

If one does not possess a strong number he 
would better seek a city with a weak number. 

A person with a weak number might suc- 
ceed in New York, which vibrates to 3. In Bos- 
ton he would be overweighted. 

If John Hood — 8, a strong number— wishes 
to make money, he should go to Boston, which 
vibrates to 22. 

As the strong numbers attract each other, 
in seeking a home, he should go to Beacon 
street — 22, the spiritualized temple. He could 
not succeed in a degrading business in Boston, 
but in any business that will benefit humanity 
he will succeed Should he go on a street which 
has not a strong number, he should seek a house 
number that vibrates to 8, such as 17 or 134. 
John Hood, who was bom February 6, 1877, 
has a birth number 4. As he is 4 he is on the 
intellectnal plane and is in perfect accord with 
his 8. He is endowed with worldly knowledge 
and has the power of making money. As he 
selected the path of 4 to enter life and choose to 
39 
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be a ■worker, he sboold not shirk. He should 
start large organuations and not he afraid to 
make things move in all directions, neither 
should he disdain to work with his hands. His 
4, 6 and 8 all divide, so he can take a partner 
and at the same time keep his eye upon every 
part. Tniliam Henry, bom October 1, 1859, 
goes into partnership with John Hood. "Wil- 
liam ■vibrates to 7 and Henry to 7, the digit 
being 5. His birth number is 7. "William Hen- 
ry being 5, talks to John Hood in sudi a con- 
vincing manner that everything seems open to 
him. "When he has once entered into partner- 
ship his three 7*8 so completely close all the out- 
lets that John Hood loses confidence. He loses 
confidence hecanse "William Henry can not talk 
about his own affairs. He rrell on general 
topics, but when it comes to personal matters he 
is silent. He Trill weary of the partnreship and 
leave it, A man vith a key-note 7 or 5 is hap- 
pier in an independent business. 

If John Hood with a 2, 6 or 8 takes a part- 
ner whose numbers are 1 and 5, the 1 quality 
■will make this partner infuse new, original life 
into the business. He will •want to extend it 
until it covers a large space. He will be the 
greatest kind of factor in that Ime and John 
Hood ■will take advantage of and reap all the 
benefit of No. I’s ideas, but in the end 1 will 
buy out John Hood at a good price. The even 
numbers stand for collections of mind or ma- 
terial substances. 

The digit of the name of everything sho'ws 
its consciousness to mind or substance. 
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T he digit of the name we use shows what 
wo are at the time we use the name. 

A person at one time in life will use 
certain initials and at another time another ini- 
tial, or is kno^\Ti by another part of his name. 
Tliis is not accidental. It shows the man as he 
is at the time he uses the name. He is vibrat- 
ing to that special chord. 

As it is bettor to have one of the strong 
numbers in active nso at all times, a business 
name or a pen name should be so formed that 
it makes 8, 9, 11 or 22, as they attract the 
stronger forces in nature and humanity. 

The digit of birth shows what we are in- 
tended to strive for. It is the vibration our 
higher nature desires ns to fill, and our higher 
nature knew what the experiences in that vibra- 
tion would mean to us. Our spirit, which has 
always hved and will continue to live, knew 
exactly the path we needed to walk in through 
this world, and hence chose onr birth time as 
well as onr name. If the name is stronger than 
the birth number the individual has an inherent 
strength and is able to stand alone. But if the 
birth path shows a higher vibration than the 
name, then if the indivdual has not a strong 
number in his name, hut has chosen a strong 
number for his birth path, he will choose a com- 
panion with a strong number — ^nature in this 
way assisting him.

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Mary Jane Crosby, -whose numbers are 3, 
3, 1, equals 7, chose a birth path of 4, which 
pres her a discordant nature, for 3 does not 
like to work and 7 is a finished number. And 
yet Mary Jane has diosen a birth path of 4, 
which is the number of the hardest steady 
workers. "We can only see one reason why 
Mary Jane chose this number — the thoughts of 
overcoming. 

Mary Jane marries a man whose name -ri- 
brates to 9 and his birth -number is 5. 

He is of inspirational material, well fitted 
for political life or anything that can be done 
■without plodding. 

He shows a birth path with varied vibra- 
tions which will make his life most eventfuL 
He marries Mary with the 7 indicating that 
her past life is finished. She is h\ing in the 
day of rest The natural feeling of a 7 when 
required to work is one of injury. 

And yet for some unknown reason to her 
outward self, Mary chose the hardest possible 
working path — ^No. 4. She is like one bound by 
a contract to wori^ who in her heart dreads the 
life she must lead. 

She marries 9, 5 of strong attainments and 
admires his liberally and loyalty and yet in- 
cessantly nags hiTn because he -will not plod. 

He fails to understand why a woman so refined 
and so proud of her lineage as Mary will al- 
ways be working like and with the masses He 
can not realize that ibis is necessary for her 
soul’s growth, and she can not realize that work 
is not necessary for his soul's growth. And 
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thus they live together in a constant state of 
inhnrmnoy. 

George (3), Dennis (11), whoso name nura- 
here are 3, 21, and birtli path 9, marries ^\nna 
Sou‘5a, whose name number 6, (3, 3 equals C), 
and birth path 9. 

11 and 3 are not people who work hard to 
get property, but tlieir wants are always sup- 
plied. If 11 had married an uncongenial wom- 
an he would have thought he was fulfilling the 
law by leaving her, as this is tho number that 
always gathers aud separates. 

The throe in his first name makes him meet 
tho world pleasantly, this number making him 
more nttablc than 11 alone, and gives him a de- 
sire to travel and to help others. Having 
chosen the path of 9, he has a harmonious tem- 
porament. Ilis post attainments are in har- 
mony ^rith his present life. Ho has the power 
of being a happy, influential man, beloved by 
everyone wth whom ho comes in contact. 

The 3 of his name is in accord with his 
wife’s numbers, and the 11 is limited and un- 
limited and is in accord with all numbers. 

As both Lave chosen tho same desires in 
life, there is always a complete understanding 
between them. 

The 3 of 3Iary Sousa’s name being in ac- 
cord ^vith the 6 makes this woman look up to 
her husband and be continually intreested in 
him on account of his strong individuality and 
thoroughly original nature. 

In the path of life fliey have chosen, the vi- 
bration 9 will bring to them celebrated people 
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and gifts from all over the 'vrorld, as 11 is uni- 
versal and 3 covers a large surface. 9 is af- 
fable and joyous from the strength of under- 
standing God and man. 

This man and this woman have a true com- 
prehension of what companionship and com- 
radeship really mean and their married life is 
ideally happy. 

In contrast to this case take the couple, 
Barclay Eider Eamsay and Beatrice Emma 
Tilton. Barclay is 8, Eider 9, and Eamsay 9, 
giving him a name number of 8 plus 9 plus 9 
equals 26 equals 8. 

He was bom October 1, 1859. October is 
the 10th month and the digit of 1859 is 5 — ^mak- 
ing his birth number 1 plus 1 plus 5 equals 7. 

Beatrice equals 9, Emma 5 and Tilton 9, 9 
plus S plus 9 equals 5. 

Beatnce was bom January 10, 1865. Jan- 
uary is 1, the 10th day is 1, and the digit of 1865 
18 2, making her birth path 1 plus 1 plus 2 
equals 4. Now the two stand thus: 

Barclay Eider Eamsay, bom October 1, 
1859. 

Name number 8 plus 9 plus 9 equals 8. 

Birth number 1 plus 1 plus 5 equals 7. 

Beatrice Emma Tilton, bom January 10, 
1865. 

Name number 9 plus 5 plus 9 equals 5. 

Birth number 1 plus 1 plus 2 equals 4. 

By the law of attraction the vibration of 
Barclay being 8, attracted the woman Beatrice, 
whose first name also vibrated to one of the 
strong numbers. 
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They first met on the strongest plane — the 
plane \\liorc tlie strongest feelings are devel- 
oped for pleasure or pain. 

Thej married while Beatrice vibrated to 
the strong magnetic number 9, while Barclay 
vibrated to the strong number 8; 8 and 9 being 
in harmony, ns they form the greater part of 
the divine Trinity of numbers. The 9 faculty 
of Beatrice fascinated her husband with the 
versatility of her personality while the vibra- 
tion lasted. 

After a while, ns the cycle of time tamed 
the wheel, another vibration took the place of 
Barclay and Beatrice, 9 and 8 being in a man- 
ner held in abeyance. Bidor and Binma came 
into action. Eider now vibrates to 9 and Bea- 
trice to the Emma number of 5. In this con- 
dition the woman Is the loser. 

The man is gaining strength and ability, 
while the woman acting under the weaker num- 
ber 5 usually dissipates her force Had she 
known that 5 is in accord with 9 and allowed 
her husband to guide her, she might have lived 
a peaceful and happy life, but she came down 
the path of life called 4 and threw herself into 
a turmoil of discord caused by the active prin- 
ciple of her name digit and the hard intellec- 
tual plane of 4. She frets and nogs her hus- 
band because he docs not vibrate with her upon 
the only plane she now can understand 4 and 
5 now urge her to arise with the lark and she 
is always busy and thinks others should also be 
always working. She longs to build a big house 
to be known to all men as her home. The man 
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Bidor, meantime, is vibrating^ in the higher at- 
mosphere of rest and this annoys his \dfe. She 
fails to see that he is slowly ■winning a place of 
confidence and respect in the business and social 
■world. The first vowel in Eider's name being 
1, he gains from the inner depths of his con- 
sciousness the knowledge he requires in his 
daily work. His hirth vibration being 7, lower 
than his name number, indicates mental 
strength. It is easy for him to meet his duty 
day by day. All he needs is a harmonious en- 
vironment to make his life comparatively easy. 
His wife, not understanding this, has great 
visions of the things he might accomplish by 
mere physical effort, while he feels ho has left 
these things behind, his birth plane being 7. 

Hie ■wife coming down the physical, intel- 
lectual path of 4, can not nnderstand that he 
has both knowledge and -wisdom "witliout work- 
ing for them, and he, having the closed number 
7, feels that she is trying to pry into the sacred 
leeesses of his being and resents it with silence. 

Finally, driven to desperation by her nag- 
ging, he is likely to seek forgetfulness in dissi- 
pation, although his soul revolts from the 
degradation; while she, grown weary and hope- 
less, may seek release in the divorce court from 
the man whom she still admires and whom she 
knows is in many ways her superior. If she 
but knew it they could always come together, 
on the vibration of their marriage name. If 
she -will do this they may a gain live harmoni- 
ously, otherwise the vibrations of peace and 
harmony will be lost 
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If tlicy can stay togetber until the entire 
cycle of their name has been lived through, 
they will begin again a happy cycle of 8 and 9. 

Barclay Bamsay*s musical key is B, show- 
ing the place ho occupies in Nature’s groat 
choir. 

Beatrice Emma is playing her part in the 
great chorus of the vibration of F. 

This example shows (he effect of the wife's 
influence upon the husband's life by adding the 
digit of bor name (o bis. These names show 
the level of conscious relation to the world. 

Barclay Eider Bamsay vibrates to 8. 

Beatrice Emma Tdton vibrates to 5, add 8 
plus 5 equals 13, digit 4. The influence of her 
life has a tendency to lower bis vibration of 8 
to tliat of 4. Again add their birth vibrations 
of 7 and 4, making 11. This high nmversal key 
makes more intense what seem good and evil in 
both. Husband and wifo must make each 
other’s vibration to marry 
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T he Balliett System of Numbers is found- 
ed upon the theory that humanity in its 
relationship to nature stands as man to 
his God Tvho gave him dominion over the Min- 
eral, Vegetable, Animal and all created life as a 
cherished gift, and should be used by him as a 
sacrament of fellowship between all things, and 
is found within his own body making it the sub- 
jective side or the soul of nature, and when 
he governs his own body he then has dominion 
over the whole earth. 

We must go deeper than man’s mind to un- 
derstand the silent voices found in nature’s 
realm. So wo take the letters found in the 
name which shows its musical relation, and 
through them we hear the voice of nature. 
Take a sacred group which vibrates the highest 
on all planes, the Messiah, the Sapphire, the 
Cedar, the Lily, the Violet, the Horse ; all carry 
the vibration of the highest that no man can 
lower. 

We would not know this if it were not for 
analyzing their names, and finding their values 
in the cosmos through musical notes. 

Man is a Trinity of three parts, body, soul 
and spirit, two parts speaking through the si- 
lence to the audible one which is the body, 
and it reveals the Trinity. When the musician 
learns this truth and feels within the fnllnesa of 
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tho tlireo notes instead of one, then the mnsi- 
cinn, the instrument and tho cosmos are ex- 
pressing tho all-powerful One. (Sec “Balliett’s 
Univcrsnl Music.”) 

Ifan is by inheritance of tho perfect life 
within a musical instrument.

hfan being a musical instrument, he bolds 
time, harmony and melody within his being, his 
name and birth is the key to thoir musical notes 
and sounds Pythagoras said that nine is the 
limit of all expression, the nine numbers dem- 
onstrating the law of the Old Testament. The 
Jewish alphabet has for its foundation notes 1 
and 22, reaching its apex at number 11. The 
cosmos at that time was filled with the prophecy 
o£ a cuiidiig daxYai, 

unknown and unlettered. His disciples called 
Him Jesus and Master. These names ex- 
pressed the vibration of tiie unfulfilled Jewish 
alphabet of 11 and 22. The Sanhedrin admit- 
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ted ^im to its esclnsive rank, a new era Lad 
dawned, the revelation of 11 and 22 today are 
persons who have gone into new paths of 
thought and courage or have fallen into the soot 
of darkness TVe do not add those numbers, as 
they stand as masters m our world today of 
great good or evil 



CHAPTER VH 


siaNiricAUCE op tub vowels 

T he vowels in a nflVQC aliow the character 
of the name and of the person bearing it. 
The first vowel in a name is of prin- 
cipal importance, the others having a minor ef- 
fect. The “a” in Mary shows that the owner 
of that name is ready to assist in any project. 

A stands for ready action and independent, 
fearless expression of what appears as truth. 

The action of this vowel, as of all the rest, 
is governed by the development of the person 
bearing it. 

Whan two vowels are manifested in 'the 
same name another channel of vibration opens, 
as in Jane. The possessor of snch a name will 
at one period of life vibrato to one vowel while 
the other is held in abeyance, and at another 
period to the other. In Jane we have the vi- 
bration of “a,” but before the vibration of the 
name expires we have the vibration of “e,” 
which changes the character and gives her the 
effect of a different woman. 

But the “a” quality is only held in abey- 
ance during the period of the “e" vibration. 

While the “e” is active we find her inter- 
ested in all things — ^from Black Magic to the 
investigation of the Creative Force. But the 
“a” keeps clearing the error while the investi- 
gation of creeds and philosophies goes on. 

“E” finds joy and truth through the re- 
search. 
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*‘l” in a name stands for the “I am” prin- 
ciple. It is the manifestation of spirit. Itn the 
name Tilton, is the first voweL The pos- 
sessor of this and similar names is litely to 
seek advice from others, bnt after reasoning 
and thinking he is invariably controlled by the 
light coming from his own inner conscioosness. 
This strong inner force may be snperior to his 
intellect and best jodgment, or it may be strong 
and evil as if emanating from Black Magic. It 
behooves any one "OTth this vowel prominent in 
his name to realize that his body is the temple 
of the Holy Spirit and must be kept clean for 
his own soul’s nse, allowing no other spirit or 
force to enter. 

Then claim the promise, “All things work 
together for good to them that love God.” 

In the name Tilton the second vowel is 
”0.” This vowel is often found in the indi- 
vidual who appears to bear a contradictory na- 
ture; modest but independent, strong but ap- 
pearing helpless. "When a decision must he 
made, it is made with judgment and reason. It 
is masculine in action and those bearing it will 
usually be governed 1^ the father's bent of 
mind. 

”0” is slow in coming to conclusions when 
compared with the people, who always 

know at once what they want and reason about 
it after deciding. But the **0” can not bo 
moved after having made up its mind. “0” is 
always a money maker. 

The last vowel *‘1T” represents the indi-

vidual who in a sense stands alone and yet is 
always with the masses. 

He may mingle with the world, yet is never 
lost in the mnltitnde. He belongs to nature's 
plane. 

He receives many ^ts and favors, but is 
not inchned to hold them through life; bnt if 
he lives upon the highest plane of which he is 
conscious, others come to remain. He should 
express the 1 vibration, as it is the source of 
his trinity.

HO'w TO rrs’D THE viBBATioir or Airr day 

E ach day, month, year and century pos- 
sess an individual law of universal har- 
mony — showing their ruling spirit or key- 
note. Ko law is complete unless three parts are 
present. The month is incomplete unless the 
day and year make with it a trinity. The son’s 
rays throw a vibratory glow npon objects vi- 
brating to its mathematical presence, enliven- 
ing and awakening them. It is nature’s attempt 
to aid humanity and mutely asks man's help in 
the world's uplift 

To find the vibration of any day add the 
number of the month, day of the month and 
year together and find their digit as you do your 
birth vibration. These digits always have the 
same character modified slightly by the special 
month and year. 

I have used January, but the same prin- 
ciple applies to the digit of the Trinity of any 
day, month and year. 

Jannary is month 1, and its influence is felt 
throughout its duration. 

February is month 2, and the influence of 2 
is felt during the course of Febmary. The 
same is tme of all the months. 

Han must mle his environment, or it will 
rule him. 

A kmg is always mler. Let your ruler be 
your higher self, which is ever the helper of the 
wise man who knows that everything in the nni- 
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verso conspires to help that whicli is good for 
the race. WJien this is recognized, man works 
with instead of against tho forces of which ho is 
composed, and by which he is surrounded. 

By adding tho month, day and year to- 
gether and finding tho digit, you will know the 
character of the day as a whole. 

Take, for instance, January 5, 1921 : 
Januarj* is month 1 

Digit of Uio day 5 

Digit of tho year is 4 

10 “ 1 . 

Daring the months of January and Octo- 
ber forms of Creation and Unity are easy and 
harmoniously made. Both of these months vi- 
brato 1 and mean creation and umty of action. 
Projects perfectly planned in October will be 
strengthened in January, perfected m Febru- 
ary and finished in March. 

February vibrates 2. 

This is the month when forces gather and 
collect matenal objects, tabulate and arrange 
for other months. Imperfect wort m science, 
art, music and commerce done in January will 
show in February; is allowed to continue, the 
product of March will show weakness These 
three months form a sequence of strength or its 
opposite. 

April vibrates 4. 

It is a month of mental and physical force, 
strongly individual Its strength hes in de- 
fense. Projects made, if not gamed, will find 
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an uplift in Angust and finished in ne^ form 
daring November. 

2klay vibrates 5. 

It is a month when the mind leaps to con- 
clnsions and often changes its methods, as it 
shows snnset hnes in the dawning of each new 
day. Fascinations of all kinds abonniL Those 
wishing to change the quality of body atoms will 
find nature’s ready assistance during this 
month, as it understands “1 am the resurrec- 
tion.” 

June vibrates 6. 

It is the month when everything, from in- 
sect to man, involuntarily house and hold their 
own kind, homos are made and public institn- 
tions are projected to take greater forms in 
August, September or November. 

July vibrates 7. 

This is a month of intellectual Sundays, 
when man rests, holding within his system the 
knowledge of past months. This month begins 
a new (ycle in January. 

August vibrates 8 

It IS the month when the world’s projects 
and forms are changed and made more perfect 
— ^lifted to a higher and more exalted develop- 
ment. Men rule during month who are far- 
sighted and see the world from a broad stand- 
point. It’s a month of reason rather than heart 
when the law of opposites occurs; blind emo- 
tions hold high revelry. 

September vibrates 9. 

It is a month of extremes. Life must bo 
viewed from three planes or standpoints — that 
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of Body, Soul and Spirit. There is a co-min- 
gling of all things. Nature and man find the 
result of their labor. Love abounds. 

October vibratos 1. 

The same as January. They differ in their 
initials, 0 and J, showing October is more 
closely related to the cosmos and material ob- 
jects than January. Material conditions should 
be idealized in the silence during January to bo 
bom in October. Sometimes October’s ideals 
arc bom in January. This month deals more 
with life’s unity, October to the cosmos and the 
individual. 

November vibrates 11. 

In this month unforscen projects present 
themselves, when messages of unsolicited 
thought take possession of brain and body, and 
the Christ child is crying to be bom in every 
life. 

Events that occur during the month, day or 
year that vibrate to your birth force will show 
yon what you have earned by thought or action 
in the cycles of the past. The month you were 
horn in will usually be an active one, moving 
you to things it vibrates to, showing your indi- 
vidual law in motion. 

The mathematical vibratory influence of 
the day, in relation to weather, showing its 
changes of storm or calm, when understood un- 
der the law of vibration, bring to the elements 
of Air, Earth, Water and Fire living charac- 
ters that can be read as individually as that of 
man. Months hold their active force during 
their eidstence, as does the year. The day 
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brings to them its indivdual force and tbej act 
upon their vibration, bringing ont the dormant 
element of Earth, Air, Water, or Fire. If the 
day is an 8, 9, 22 or 11, the effect of its free 
presence makes different manifestations from 
that of the digit of the whole. The first acts 
npon the combination by vitahzing them to its 
own vibration.

BBIEFS 

The length of time required to make the 
cycle of an entire name depends npon the indi- 
vidual. A weak vibration can be passed quick- 
ly or entirely avoided by holding to the ideal of 
a strong name If the world fails in recog- 
nition, it is because you are not fully vibrating 
to the name. 

By perseverance and by holding fast to the 
ideal of the name tiiat vibrates to the life yon 
desire, you can gain it. 

When you pass into a new vibration it will 
be known by a birth, baptism, marriage, death, 
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change of residence or some event of impor- 
tance, Unlooked-for gifts or losses may occur 
at this time or a symbol be received whose 
message can bo road by its vibrations. 

Anytliing desired tliat vibrates to the birth 
or musical key should be bought; the name 
should be strong enough to attract its own. 

The birth number can not be changed. The 
name number can be added to or held in abey- 
ance. 

"When two persons develop inharmony in 
business or domestic life, it is well to examine 
the names the individuals are using at the time 
and adjust them harmoniously. 

The strong numbers are called “Universal 
Numbers.” They who vibrate to them do not 
guide their brothers unasked, but give them 
freedom, and when needed stand ready to aid. 

In worldly matters Nos. 2 and 6 are next in 
strength to 8 and are strong, harmomons num- 
bers. 

Some numbers vibrate to many objects in 
one direction and few in others No 2 shows a 
scarcity of fruits and flowers, but has many 
composers. AH numbers have some strong 
points. 

The duration of time you function in any 
part of your name, either the baptismal name 
or the name now in use, can only be truly an- 
swered by the persona themselves. They may 
know by taking important events that occur and 
comparing their digits with the digits of any 
part of your name, or if to the consciousness of 
the whole, which shows a higher state of spiri- 
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tnal development The cycles should last the 
number of hours, days, months, years or cen- 
turies, as the digit of the birth shows, as by its 
action the consciousnc's is disturbed. The 
winning of the game of Life will master anf 
■weak vibrating name.

“Bost and Motion.*' They should 
feel Bhythm as mnsical vibration in all move- 
ments, especially in iralking-. A joyons, con- 
tinuous movement, and rest in silence.

A No. 11 is a 1 or 10 that has made the 
complete cycle from dark into light. A uni- 
versal helper. 

Its opposite. 

Scatters and opposes. Misers.

octavo D D AH colors were bom within its 
breast, so arranged by n perfect God The har 
mony of all colors, time, rhythm and melody 
were bom and the Music of the Spheres was 
voiced in majestic grandeur, as nil things jomed 
in with their individual notes to form a glorious 
anthem to express the pure joy of life that a 
planet and souls were to be bom, 

"When God saw it was perfect, He said, 
“Let the dry land appear *' Slowly the waters 
by the process of wisdom formed from the 
oceans’ depths a hardening of the watery erea 
tion which formed its rocks, and the “dry land 
appeared ’’ The watetB had congealed and 
marvelously prepared that her child, Harth, 
came forth as parents of themselves to their 
offspring So the waters formed jewels to deck 
her children.

The diamond is said to emit 
the odor of fish, and according^ to number vi- 
bration it belongs to the same cosmic strains as 
fi'^h In the yellow rose we see the topaz re- 
live ; also in amber we see the yellow flower. As 
the names of both flowers and gems have been 
changed during the ages, we must tale them 
broadly in groups of color and character to find 
their true lives Every fruit, tree or blade of 
gross represents its own form, and is mothered 
by some guardian who assisted in bringing it 
into its form of life Tfien God proclaimed it 
good, and before creation ceased at the end of 
tho seventh Saj- or penod, all things were cre- 
ated and re-live in many forms, showmg that 
there is no death, but merely transition The 
order was to keep intact its own kind and per- 
petuate only its own law.

When the perfection of the vegetable world 
had been attained God gave thought and action 
to a different order of creation, a creation that 
could move from one part of the earth to an- 
other with feet and wings and so form the 
dropped petals of flowers and fruits with the 
seeds of all kinds made into soil, and the soil 
filled ^vith the gifts of the waters, the sun, moon 
and stars, the gems, rocks, stones and aU that 
ever lived mingled with the earth-dust, the soil 
was prepared for the birth of the animal king- 
dom, of birds, fish, insects, reptiles and all ani- 
mals which could move from one point to an- 
other nnaided. Each gave freely of itself to 
the re-living of other forms, yet each kept its 
form intact, its own individual form and vibra- 
tion. So the animals came forth when God gave 
the thought to all that bad come into expres- 
sion.
